THE NEW TARIFF ISSUE. 


The outstanding feature of the new tariff measure subm it­ 
ted to the senate by its finance com mittee seems to be its flexi-j 
bilify. It gives the president unusual discretionary powers in the 
changing of rates to meet trade conditions and even power to bar 
foreign goods entirely if, in his opinion, trade conditions! 
demand it. 
The emergency tariff, which was designed to 
benefit 
the 
agricultural interests of the country, is to be superseded by a 
system of tariffs on farm products th a t is expected to give new 
life to agriculture by protecting it against im portations th a t tend 
to reduce m arkets for home producers. 
It is estim ated th at the proposed ta riff bill will produce a 
revenue of more than $300,000,000 annually, but some tariff ex­ 
perts hold th at this can be done only at a cost of between two and 
three billion dollars to the American public in higher cost 
hv- 
ing which the new ta riff rates will force. 
Tariff fram ers seem not to have revenue raising in mind so 
much as protection to American industry, and it is adm itted th a t, 
the agricultural interests will be the greatest beneficiaries from 
the proposed law. This is condoned by the fact th at farm ing and 
stock raising being the hardest hit by the depression, m ust be 
restored to prosperity if the nation generally is to get back upon 
a sound business basis. 
There is much to be done before the senate tariff measure 
can be passed, as months will be required, it is estim ated, for 
the speeches which will be made for and against the bill. 
Even 
after it has been passed by the senate, conferences with house 
committees to compose differences between the senate measure 
and the Fordney bill passed by the house will be necessary. 
The tariff debates will give the senators employment for two 
or three months at least, and the political results which may grow* 
out of these discussions may be im portant to either party—all 
depending on the extent to which voters can be convinced by the 
republicans th at the measure will bring prosperity, or by the 
democrats th a t it will increase the cost of living without altern at 
tive benefits.

Revenues from the national prohibition act, through fines col­ 
lected, should pay many times over the $10,000,000 appropriated 
for the enforcement of the prohibition statute during the coming 
year, according to a statem ent by Roy A. Haynes, in an address 
given in Philadelphia. He said: 
“If we were to collect the fines, 
penalties, and special tax imposed upon violators of the law' in the 
first six months of this adm inistration, they would more than pay 
tw’o and one-half times the estim ated cost of enforcing the pro­ 
hibition law' for the next year.” 
Immediately preceding prohibi- 
lion, he stated, there was an annual consumption of about 130,000,- 
000 gallons of American-made whisky. 
During 1920, approxi­ 
mately 12,000,000 gallons of whisky were withdrawn from ware­ 
houses under permits, and in 1921 withdrawals were about 3,500,- 
000 gallons. 
Of the 500 breweries m anufacturing near-beer at 
the beginning of this fiscal year, 285 have been reported for viola­ 
tion of the law, and 95 plants are under seizure by the government. 
Big concentration warehouses for the holding 
of 
distilled 
spirits have been provided for under a recently enacted measure. 
Out of the 38,000,000 gallons of distilled spirits legally held in the 
United States, about 23,000,000 gallons are in Kentucky, 6,000,000 
gallons in Pennsylvania, and approxim ately 3,000,000 in M ary­ 
land. 
The entire quantity is in 304 warehouses in all parts o£ 
the country, and it is planned to cut the number of warehouses 
down to about 30. These are to be located principally in the larger 
cities in order to obtain better protection for their contents. 
Despite every effort to discredit the prohibition amendment, 
and to make a mockery of its enforcement, it makes big gains in 
public favor and public confidence day by day. 
Our hope is in 
the newr generations. 
The old topers will reform or die through 
drinking poison. 
The boys and girls of the new generation will 
be almost IOO per cent free of any alcoholic addiction.
